TOKYO. Sept. I i — (INS) — The 
Korea arm istice negotiations re ­ 
mained suspended for the 24th day 
today but the question of reviving or 
abandoning the talks was expected 
to be decided shortly. 
There was still no indication as to 
when Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 
would reply to last W ednesday's 
note from the Red high command 
asserting the truce parley could be 
resumed only on Red term s and only 
in Kaesong. 
Nor was there any sign up until 
a late hour Saturday of any im m in­ 
ent Red reply to the United Na­ 
tions ’adm ission of an apology for 
a m istaken Allied air strafing of 
neutral Kaesong last Monday. 
Front dispatches reported today 
an estim ated 500,000 Chinese and 
North Korean troops —supported by 
tanks, self-propelled artillery and 
perhaps a large num ber of planes 
—were massed across the front, 
ready to unleash a big offensive. 
Allied troops were poised for an ­ 
other m ajor test of strength, if it 
comes, and m eanwhile continued 
their month-long struggle for m oun­ 
tain vantage points in eastern North 
Korea.
